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One way to measure the 
progress of a breed is to 
check the number of regis- 
trations filed. New animals 
to be registered, either by birth report or 
regular entries, determine the trend of a 
breed. In comparing the total entries re- 
ceived at the Central Office from April 1 
to November 1, the breed shows the same 
forward progress as that made a year ago. 
To date, 28,374 entries have been filed in 
the Herd Register Division. 

Sales also determine the trend of a breed 
by showing the popularity of that breed. 
From April 1 to November 1 of this year, 
there were 18,996 pure bred Guernseys sold 
or transferred. This is only 141 less than 
the year before, hence conditions point to 
1938 to finish as strong as 1937. 


Measuring 
Progress 
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Two questions usually asked 
Do They regarding every Guernsey are, 
Qualify? ifacow, ‘What does she pro- 

uce and what is her type?”’ 
or, if a bull, ‘“What do his daughters pro- 
duce and how excellent an animal is he?’ 
Guernsey breeders are prepared to answer 
these questions. 

In the matter of production, a steady 
increase has been made during the past few 
years in Advanced Register testing, as on 
November 1, 1,012 breeders were testing 
their Guernseys. This is an increase of 
forty-five breeders over the year before, 
with an additional 2,100 cows on test. 
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Today there are 9,663 cows being tested in 
the regular Advanced Register and Herd 
Improvement Divisions. Seven thousand 
two hundred and seventy-four of these 
cows are on test in the regular Advanced 
Register classes, while 2,389 are on test in 
the Herd Improvement Division. One- 
third of the breeders are testing their 
animals under Herd Improvement, while 
two-thirds are using the regular Advanced 
Register. 


Practical application and 
time are needed to prove 
a general practice. The 

irth report system put 
into practice thirty years ago by William 
H. Caldwell, then Secretary of the Club, 
has had time to be proved. A recent re- 
port of the Herd Register Division shows 
that 16,968 birth reports had been filed 
from April 1 to November 1, an increase of 
2,000 over the same period for last year. 
This figure is more than the total for the 
year 1931-32. 

After using this general practice of filing 
birth reports for thirty years, many advan- 
tages have been found. This plan of birth 
reporting places on record at an early date 
the progeny of the herd and makes a posi- 
tive means of early identification, grants 
the breeder the privilege of determining 
the value of an animal before it is regis- 
tered, and saves the amount of the registra- 
tion fee should the animal die prior to the 
age of usefulness.

Breeding 
trom Formulas 


HE most successful stock breeder 
Te today spends a lot of time 

and energy studying the ex- 
periences of other breeders who have 
reached the upper rungs in the ladder 
of success. From these results, and 
from their own experiences, they go 
into their feed lots and barns and 
attempt to apply the information 
garnered. The ancient writer who 
said, ‘‘Marry not the maid who is the 
only good maid in the clan,"’ gave us 
something to think about, but cer- 
tainly did not throw much light on 
the problem that confronts the ani- 
mal breeder of today. 

In the years gone by, breeding has 
been considered an art and it has only 
been in the last few years that it has 
taken a more scientific turn. The 
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scientist can contribute only so much 
and when his information is used 
without the art that is behind the 
development of some of the best 
herds in the country, we are likely 
to see that discouraging sight of an 
expensive bull being mated to a 
thousand dollar cow and producing 
an animal worth fifteen cents per 
pound or less. 

There is no doubt but that as a 
class, the breeders of live stock are 
the recipients of more free advice 
than any other group of people in 
the world and since it takes some 
eight or ten years, in the dairy 
business particularly, to determine 
whether a man is a liar, a second 
guesser, or a genius, a good deal of 
valuable information from experience 


is lost. The life of so many of our 
establishments is not that long and 
the good animals in those herds are 
scattered to the four winds and their 
matings put in the hands of men 
unfamiliar with their background 
and breeding. 

A man cannot study the history 
and development of the various fam- 
ilies and breeds of animals without 
feeling the need for some rules or 
formulae of breeding that have been 
used and have given some sort of 
satisfactory results. No _ breeding 
formula has ever been entirely suc- 
cessful and probably never will be, 
but for the sake of argument and for 
the sake of trying something that 
has already proved to be a certain per 
cent successful, the presentation of a 
number of formulas should be of 
interest to everyone. 

One of the most interesting presen- 
tations of breeding formulas that we 
have ever read was the one given by 
Floyd S. Barlow and printed first in 
the April 15, 1932, issue of the Jour- 
nal and reprinted again in the Octo- 
ber 1, 1938, issue. In his article, Mr. 
Barlow gives a number of formulas 
that are being used in Ohio and else- 
where and also stresses the idea of a 
program being built on the blood of 
a great cow. 
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A review of the work of Thomas 
Bates, and Charles and Robert Col- 
lings in Shorthorns; N. H. Gentry in 
Berkshire hogs; C. I. Hood and J. E. 
Dodge in Jersey cattle; Dr. E. S. Due- 
bler in Penshurst Ayrshires, and F. L. 
and John S. Ames in Langwater 
Guernseys, has proved that, with 
hardly an exception, line and close- 
breeding have been the most successful. 

Consideration, of course, must be 
given to the fact that any formula 
used in either of these types of mat- 
ings would have to be accompanied 
with much greater care and a much 
more rigid system of culling than in 
other types gf breeding. In close and

Langwater Lily 26606, that 
produced five sons and two daughters 
at Langwater, including Langwater 
Warrior 26509 and Langwater Levity 
70293, was produced by this same 
formula. Her sire, Imp. Golden Se- 
cret 12599, a May Rose bred bull of 
great merit on the Island, was bred to 
Imp. Itchen Lily V. 23540, one of his 
best daughters. In the Aiyukpa cat- 
alogue of October 27, 1937, Louis 
McL. Merryman had the following to 
say about the family of this great 
cow. ‘When David Michie bred 
Imp. Itchen Lily V. 23540 to her sire, 
Imp. Golden Secret 12599, he pro- 
duced one of the great brood cows of 
all ume, Imp. Langwater Lily 26606. 
Practically the entire offering of this 
sale traces to this great cow through 
her son, Langwater Marmion 60160, 
her grandson, Langwater Eastern 
King 63072, and her granddaugh- 
ter, the peerless Shuttlewick Levity 
101850, unequalled in production, re- 
production and show ring triumphs.” 

Perhaps one of the oldest examples 
of this sort of breeding is in the 
pedigree of Comet, that great Short- 
horn His dam, 
Young Phoenix, by Favorite, was 
mated back to Favorite to produce 
this great Shorthorn bull. 


breed improver. 


The com- 


bination of blood is even greater in 


this pedigree than in the other exam- 
ples we have given because Phoenix, 
the dam of Young Phoenix, is also 
the dam of Favorite. 

This formula, with rigid selection, 
should produce animals that would 
breed a very uniform type. The ex- 
amples given above bear this out 
and, quoting from John Clark's ar- 
ucle in the February, 1933, issue of 
the Ohio News Bulletin, ‘‘Males 
generally breed into a herd the gen- 
eral character and physical outline, 
as well as the ability.to produce 
milk."” It would be reasonable to 
think that bulls produced by this 
type of mating should be strong type 
Mprovers. The very fact that most 
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great breeding bulls are producers of 
animals that are known to be ‘‘as like 
as peas in a pod,’ even though their 
dams are varied, bears out this idea. 

This breeding combination has 
never been used at Franchester be- 
cause we felt that the female used in 
such a mating should be the best in 
the breed and should come from a 
long line of selected dams. Our best 
proved female families have passed 
through only three generations of 
selection and this seems hardly sufh- 
cient for this type of close breeding. 

The ‘‘mating of a great cow to her 
best son’’ does not seem to be as 
popular as that of a sire-daughter 
cross, and consequently, there are 
fewer examples to be found. In the 
case of the Shorthorn bull, Comet, 
we find that his dam was produced by 
this formula. Her name is Young 
Phoenix and she was a daughter of 
the Favorite bull that, in turn, was a 
son of the Bolingbroke bull, out of 
the Phoenix cow. In other words, 
the Phoenix cow was mated to her 
son to produce Young Phoenix, the 
dam of Comet. 

In the first Mid-West Sale of 1936, 
the Chicago Guernsey Farm con- 
signed a cow that was produced by 
this type of mating. She was called 
Sedgley Mandy 299524 that produced 
10927.9 pounds of milk and 567.6 
pounds of butter fat in class AA, and 
her dam was Foremost’s Mandy 
146503. Her sire, Ridgebrook Fore- 
most Warrior 129201, was a son of 
Langwater Juvis 100894, out of Fore- 
most’s Mandy 146503. 

Another example of this sort was 
found in the Grassland Sale of 1936. 
In this case, Grassland Polly’s Valen- 
tine 98473, a son of Grassland Polly 
121397, was mated back to ‘‘Polly”’ 
to produce Grassland Valdent 373629 
that sold for $410 in this sale. 

By the same sort of reasoning that 
was the 
mating, and again following Mr. 
Clark's article mentioned above, he 
writes that, ‘‘Generally, regularity, 
long functional life and sustained 
reproduction comes from the female 
line."’ This sort of mating should 


made on “‘sire-daughter”’ 


be tried in cases where an outstand- 
ing cow is found in a female family 
that has had sufficient selection and is 
not cold blooded. 


Another variation of the ‘‘mother- 
son’’ type of formula is that of 
‘‘mating a cow to a son of an out- 
standing full sister."’ This type 
formula is definitely advantageous in 
concentrating the blood of a good 
female line. Royalist’s Caromel 
342190, that was sold in the 1931 
Halfred Farms Sale and was rated by 
Mr. Hill, manager, as one of the most 
promising things in the sale, was 
produced by this formula and was a 
product of the concentration of the 
blood of Caromel’s Gay Girl 61925, 
one of the good female lines at Hal- 
fred Farms. 

In the 1935 National Sale, the cow, 
Carolina Lady of Appin 345672, con- 
signed by C. S. McCall of Bennetts- 
ville, South Carolina, was produced 
by this type of mating. Her gran- 
dam had a class AA record of 815.6 
pounds of butter fat and she had two 
daughters with good records and a 
son with a very high production 
average. The thought in mind be- 
hind this type of mating was prob- 
ably that of attempting to concen- 
trate the blood of this great produc- 
ing old cow. 

We are planning two or three 
matings of this type at Franchester, 
realizing all the while that full sisters 
seldom produce or breed alike, but 
with the thought in mind of fixing 
certain family characteristics in an 
individual, that they may be carried 
on for further use in the herd. 

Another inbreeding formula that 
does not seem to be popular and has 
not been used much is that of ‘‘mat- 
ing a full brother and sister."’ We 
doubt if this sort of mating should be 
considered unless in a family of a 
number of full brothers and sisters 
and where they exhibit but little 
variation in type and conformation. 
In this type of breeding one cannot 
help but remember the counsel given 
by Captain E. S. Peer in his article 
“Advice for a Beginner.’ “‘The 
Guernsey breed of cattle only forty 
or fifty years ago were very rough 
and the majority of them very ugly 
looking beasts with badly sloping 
rumps, ewe necks, slack back of the 
shoulders, most faulty shaped udders 
with great bottle shaped teats.”’

FTER many years of inactivity,

HE annual meeting of ‘‘La 
[soci d’Assurance contre les 

Perte de Betail’’ was held re- 
cently when, in keeping with its 
style of address, the business was 
carried through entirely in the French 
language. 

Known on the Island as ‘‘The 
Mutual”’ the objects of the Society 
are, of course, the insurance of the 
cattle owned by members. The hold- 
ing of office is no sinecure, as in the 
course of the year since the last an- 
nual meeting no less than eighty-six 
farms were visited for an official in- 
spection and valuation of animals to 
be assured. 

The books at present show 741 
horned cattle covered for approxi- 
mately $70,000, in addition to which 
there are also thirty-nine horses. 
This is a slight decrease from last 
year, due to retirement from farming 
of several members. 

Losses during the past twelve 
months have been twenty cows, ten 
heifers, one steer and seven horses, 
and in order to strengthen financial 
reserves it was decided to levy mem- 
bers at six cents for every five dollars 
insured during the present quarter. 

F. W. Jehan was once more elected 
to the Presidency, and the Secretary- 
Treasurership remains in the capable 
hands of P. W. J. Mahy. The latter 
stated in his report that the past year 
had been quite successful despite the 
trying dought in early summer, the 
full effects of which would only be 
felt during the approaching winter. 

The speed at which arable land on 
Guernsey was being appropriated for 
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the cultivation of indoor crops was 
checked recently by the appointment 
of a local body known as the Glass- 
house Control Committee, through 
whose hands must now pass written 
application for any erection of glass 
by Island growers or prospective 
horticulturalists. 

The report of this Committee for 
the year May 1 to April 30 last has 
just been issued, and shows that in 
that time 350 applications were enter- 
tained for the proposed erection of a 
total of 508 glasshouses, or an in- 
crease of 56,866 feet by thirty feet, 
making a total of 930 acres under 
glass on an island of 15,560 acres, 
or less than 
miles. 


twenty-five square 

Although a portion of this increase 
is no doubt made on land previously 
used for bulbs or other horticultural 
crops, it is certain that the bulk of it 
will mean a further sacrifice from the 
4,752 acres of grassland upon which 
the Island farmer depends for pas- 
turage. If this is what can happen 
under control, it was high time from 
the agricultural point of view that 
unrestricted building by the growers 
was curbed. 

An interesting account of Guernsey 
in what is commonly known as ‘‘the 
good old days,’’ appeared in an inter- 
view by the local *‘Evening Press’ 
with a nonagenarian lady who has 
been intimately connected with local 
agriculture for nearly a century. 
She is Mrs. John Ogier, and well 
remembers being taken from school at 
an early age to assist on the farm by 
riding her father’s oxen to fetch meal 
from the mill, or to drive a bullock- 
cart to the beach to fetch seaweed, or 
““vraic’’ as it is called locally, with 
which to manure the soil. 

In those days a farm laborer’s 
wages were thirty cents a day with 
free cider and, occasionally, vege- 
tables. Bread then was, however, 
thirty-four cents for a six pound loaf 
and was only baked once every two 
weeks. Local butter was twenty- 
eight cents a pound then as compared 
with sixty cents on the Island today. 


Milk was two cents a pint as against 
eight cents during the past summer. 
Coal was an untried luxury when this 
lady was young, peat being burned in 
the open fireplaces. And she was 
seventeen years of age before she 
tasted tea! 

Prices ruling in the Island markets 
eighty years ago were twenty-five 
cents per hundred for parsnips, thirty- 
three for carrots, and 100 swede 
turnips cost a dime! 

The staple diet of the agricultural- 
ist in those days was potatoes dipped 
in sour milk, with cake as a treat at 
harvest and Christmas. Truly, Time 
Marches On! 

Work is proceeding apace with the 
preparation of the new reservoir for 
Guernsey’s water-works which, by 
inundating a complete valley includ- 
ing several homesteads, will ensure a 
supply sufficient for the Island's needs 
in the future. 

Meanwhile, to the chagrin of those 
Islanders who were inconvenienced 
by the curtailed service during this 
summer's drought, it has been dis- 
covered that a faulty main has been 
leaking for several years at a rate 
estimated to be not less than 70,000 
gallons a day or 2,000,000 gallons per 
month. 

Had this seepage been discovered 
when it began, it is doubtful whether 
it would have been necessary to have 
brought forward the above ambitious 
scheme which is involving the Island 
in further colossal expense. 


An amusing story is going the 
rounds of the agricultural commu- 
nity here concerning an unemployed 
chauffeur who applied for a job to a 
busy farmer. The latter gave him a 
pail and told him to go into the next 
field and milk the old cow. An hour 
later the greenhorn had hardly ex- 
tracted sufficient milk to cover the 
bottom of the pail and the angry 
farmer asked what was wrong. 

“I’m sorry,’’ explained the inex- 
perienced mechanic, ‘‘but she only 
seems to be working on two cylin- 
ders.”’ 
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California 


American Guernsey Cattle Club 
has been conducting an annual 
judging school in the East to which 
were invited judges from all parts of 
the country. California Guernsey 
breeders were pleased to have in at- 
tendance last spring G. E. Gordon 
of the University of California, and 
C. R. Knight of Adohr Milk Farms. 
Following the usual program of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
these two men were assigned to 
judge Guernseys at the Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition in Portland, 
Oregon, this year. 

Keeping in mind the primary pur- 
pose of the school as being the estab- 
lishment of a uniform conception of 
Guernsey type throughout the coun- 
try, The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club has encouraged the holding of 
local judging schools under the super- 
vision of men who have attended the 
National School. California Guern- 
sey breeders quickly saw the value of 
capitalizing on the knowledge and 
information secured by its two judges 
in the East last spring. They ac- 
cordingly arranged a series of four 
judging schools in California during 
the month of October. Breeders, 
herdsmen, judges and agricultural 
extension workers were invited to 
attend. The results were far in ex- 
cess of their original hopes, especially 
in regard to the value of the schools 
to those in attendance. 

The program met with universal 
enthusiastic approval, and many of

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the “‘students’’ found it possible to

attend more than one day. As ex- 
pected, there was a wide difference of 
opinion on the part of the ‘‘students’’ 
in placing the first class or two at 


each school. Most gratifying was 
the rapidity with which they got 
together. In the later classes on 
each day the groups of twenty-five 
to forty ‘‘students’’ essentially agreed 
in the placings. Many of them de- 
clared that attendance at the schools 
was the most valuable experience 
they had ever had. 

The first school was held at 
Rancho Nicasio, owned by R. F. 
Weber of Marshall, on October 17. 
The second was held at George W. 
Emde’s Happyholme Farm, Lodi, on 
October 19. The following day, 
October 20, the third school was held 
at the home of John Suglian of Fresno. 
The fourth and final event was held 
at Adohr Milk Farms at Tarzana. 

From twenty-five to forty ‘“‘stu- 
dents’’ were in attendance at each of 
these events, and the procedure was 
exactly the same as at the eastern 
school. Each day saw the judging 
of four or five classes, with from six 
to nine head in each class. Opportu- 
nity was given for the judging of 
cows in milk and aged bulls, as well 
as heifers and bull calves. At the 
first three schools valuable assistance 
was rendered by local Future Farmers 
of America chapters, which furnished 
leaders for the cattle. 
at Adohr was a fitting climax to a

Eliada Home Field Day 


N SEPTEMBER 19, Eliada Home 
() held a field day for the benefit 


of North Carolina breeders, 


and especially in the western part of 


thestate. The occasion for this field 
day was the twelfth anniversary of 
the Eliada Guernsey Family, and the 
eleventh birthday of the senior herd 
sire, Topsy’s Sequel of Oaks Farm 
141087. This sire, whose birthday 
was celebrated at this time, has a 
reason for being so honored. At 
present he has thirty-one daughters, 
thirteen granddaughters and three 
sons in the Eliada Home herd. 
‘“Topsy’s Sequel’’ has sons heading 
herds in Ohio, Tennessee, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Georgia, and Vir- 
ginia, and of course, his present home 
state of North Carolina. He has 
daughters in North Carolina, Florida, 
Georgia and Tennessee. Twenty 
daughters and four granddaughters 
have Advanced Register records, 
with five daughters and two grand- 
daughters on test. 

The establishment of a Guernsey 
herd at Eliada Home twelve years 
ago marked another progressive step 
for this wonderful institution and 
for the Guernsey breed in North 
Carolina. Lucius B. Compton, little 


known to Guernsey breeders at that 
time, has become a leader in the state 
association, nOW serving as presj- 
dent, and is loved and respected by 
all who know him in and outside of 
the state. Under his direction, the 
herd has become known as one of the 
“Big Three’ in western North Caro- 
lina, and shares honors with the 
herds of the entire South. 

Accomplishment is no novelty to 
Mr. Compton. Nearly forty years 
ago he established Eliada Home, an 
orphan institution, without money 
or experience, and yet he has one of 
the most unique records ever heard 
of. Over a period of thirty-five 
years, 417 children have been reared 
from infancy through high school, 
with the loss of only two by death. 
The work of home and farm is done 
by these children, the herdsman, 
Julius Bell, being the only outside 
person employed there. 

The Eliada herd supplies the 
home with all the milk it can use, 
and the surplus milk is sold on the 
Asheville market under the label of 
Golden Guernsey. 

The program meeting was held in 
the pavilion, presided over by Charlie 
Rackley, production manager for 
Southern Dairies, and manager of the 
Valkyrie Farm herd at Asheville. 
Talks were made by Mr. Compton; 
Mr. Rackley; W. W. Fitzpatrick, 
Manager of Quail Roost Farms, Rouge- 
mont, North Carolina; H. C. Bates, 
field representative of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, and several 
others. Mountain Music was sup- 
plied by the Farmer’s Federation 
String Band. 

Immediately following a most en- 
joyable program, a delicious lunch of 
country fried chicken with all the 
trimmings was served to the breeders 
and their friends in the large dining 
room near the pavilion. A little 
later, animals from the Eliada herd, 
the Henderson County group, and 
calf club members from Henderson 
and Buncombe Counties were judged 
by W. W. Fitzpatrick. The show 
was outstandingly good and very 
much appreciated by breeders from 
all parts of the state. 

It is hoped that Mr. Compton will 
find it convenient to make his field 
day an annual event.

sideration, it would seem that this 
sort of mating should be used only 
where there is a ‘‘nick’’ between cer- 
tain individuals and their offspring 
mated together to ‘‘fix’’ the good 
characteristics of the family. 

Some time back there appeared in 
the Journal an article on breeding in 
which the writer stated that if he 
had the money he would like to start 
a series of brother and sister matings 
as an experiment. In other words, 
he planned to mate brothers and sis- 
ters together and mate the offspring 
from such matings together. From 
four to five brother and sister combi- 
nations his idea was to develop a 
number of intensely inbred lines, 
always selecting the strong and dis- 
carding the weak, and keeping each 
line segregated. At the end of a 
given period, he planned to cross the 
inbred lines with the thought in mind 
that hybrid vigor could be secured 
this way in a family and not carry 
with it any of the defects ordinarily 
found. The idea is an extension of 
the idea of mating full brothers and 
sisters and has enough merit, based 
on the inbreeding work with rats and 
fruit-fly, that it is worthy of a trial.

few years with drought and dust 

bowls to dairy in the Panhandle 
of Texas, but George Grout at Pan- 
handle, E. E. Prosser at Plainview, 
and A. B. Buchanan at Silverton, 
along with a number of others, con- 
tinue to do a pretty good job of carry- 
ing the Guernsey banner. Mr. Bu- 
chanan writes that last April the 
Guernsey show at the Panhandle 
Plains Dairy Show created more in- 
terest than in any previous year. 

In June, 1937, a Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association was formed. 
A report for the first year in full has 
not been received, but the report for 
June, 1938, shows that in that month 
Mr. Buchanan's herd of grade and 
pure bred Guernseys was the high 
herd in the association for herds of 
above ten cows and was second in the 
whole association. That month, 
with twenty-nine cows in milk and 
one dry, his herd averaged 856 pounds 
of milk and 42.4 pounds of butter fat. 
That same month Mr. Prosser’s herd 
stood fourth with thirty cows in 
milk and two dry, averaging 713 
pounds of milk and 31.5 pounds of 
butter fat. Twenty-two of the 340 
cows listed produced fifty pounds or 
more of butter fat that month. Of 
these twenty-two, in an association 
in which Guernseys are distinctly in 
the minority, two were from Mr. 
Prosser’s herd and ten from the Bu- 
chanan herd, including a registered 
Guernsey of Mr. Buchanan's at the 
top with a production of 1,479 pounds 
of milk and 76.9 pounds of butter fat. 

For July, with twenty cows in milk 
and two dry, the Buchanan herd 
stood second in the association for 
herds of ten or more with an average 
of 771 pounds of milk and thirty-eight 
pounds of butter fat. In that month, 
thirty-four cows produced fifty pounds 
of butter fat or more, of which three 
were Guernseys, two from Mr. Pros- 
ser’s herd and one from the Buchanan 
herd, while of the fifty-two forty 
pound cows, ten were from these two 
herds. As near as we can determine 
from the reports, these are the only 
two Guernsey herds in the Associa- 
tion. It reads as if they are holding 
up the Guernsey end pretty well.
